All good citizens sincerely hope it will 


not but already it is being made clear that the law is not going 
to enforce itself and that if we are to have a dry country there 
is work to be done, and plenty of it.

"dunks''during the Fourth of July holiday than there were a 
veS So, and now comes a similar report from Worces cr 
Mass where a minister of the gospel complains publicly thai 
the police of the city are not "on their job," so far as the en- 
forcement of the liquor law is concerned. 1 lc says drunken- 
ness is much more prevalent there than H was a year ago. 
This with conditions reported in Boston, would indicate ilia 
in the large cities of Massachuseits, at least, conditions are not 
improving as they should, and would, under effective prolnbi- 


h°And on top of this coru.cs a report from Washington to the 
effect that "prohibitipivby cbnsliluiional amendment has con- 
vinced enforcement.btflcers That'll is impossible to make the 
country dry unless they are backed by public sentiment."

is stated thai'conditions are worse in spine states than m 
others, and is "frankly admitted by prohibition enforcement 
leaders that in the large cities of the country, where there is a 
considerable foreign born population, conditions are worse 
than they were six months ago." 


As this paper has insisted from the start, the cfiort to make 


Ihe country bone dry by law is a tremendous undertaking. 
But now that the experiment has been entered upon, there 
should be no half-way work in the effort to enforce the law to 
the letter. This is a position which this paper has consistently 
maintained and which it still holds, formidable as the work is 
admitted to be by men in a position to know what they arc 
talking about.

• No one should be surprised by petty infractions of the law. 


These were to be expected, but when conditions in large cities 
and leading states arc.reported to be growing worse it shows. 
if it shows anything, that (he trouble is not due to the activities 
of little moonshiners and bootleggers, but that there are larger 
forces in the field. 


To permit this lawlessness lo go on, to allow prohibition on 


a national scale lo become a farce, would mean national dis- 
grace. If (lie rcporls referred to above are reliable it is lime 
for the inauguration of au enforcement campaign which will 
convince the law breakers that the government means, busi- 
ness. 
It will lake a great deal of money and much firmness 


and courage to conduct such a campaign successfully, but 
unless this is done most deplorable conditions will be sure to 
develop. 


All this is to be said entirely'aside from the merits or de- 


merits of prohibition as a means of regulating the morals of 
the people. On that question there are great differences of) 
opinion, but all right-minded men must agree that the law 
while it stands should be enforced without fear or favor, and 
that it is too early in (he day for enforcement officers lo be 
throwing up their hands and complaining of a lack of sustain- 
ing public sentiment. They are clothed with authority and 
equipped with funds, and the people have a right to demand 
and eesulls.
